Plan Would Drop Three 


Roosevelt Appointees 
From Supreme Bench 


Washington, June 19—(AP)— 


Demands that four Roosevelt ap- 
pointees be swept from the Su- 
preme court were coupled today 
with a proposal that all eight jus- 
tices tell the full story of the tri- 
bunal's "feud." 


Senator Eastland (D-Miss) an- 


nounced his intention to push for 
an open investigation of discord 
between 
the jurists which 
he 


claimed has produced "inexcusable 
chaos" in the high court. 


The suggestion that all present 


justices be called on for public 
testimony came as a follow-up to 
the move by Eastland and Senator 
Bridges (R-NH) aimed at virtual 
dismissal of half the present court. 


Eastland told a 
reporter he 


will ask the senate judiciary com- 
mittee to question the justices at 
hearing's he insists be held on the 
constitutional amendment he and 
Bridges introduced. 


The amendment would force re- 


tirement of four of the present 
justices by limiting to three the 
number of court members who 
could hold appointment by any one 
president. The places of'those re- 
tiring would be filled temporarily 
by house election of lower court

in damage in the Detroit and 
Windsor, Canada, area. 


River Rouge, hardest hit on the 


American side of the Detroit riv- 
er, called on individual residents 
to help the destitute while Cana- 
dian relief agencies mobilized em- 
ergency assistance for the storm 
victims there.

Hundreds Homeless

sons left homeless. 


Scores were injured, with nearly

No New Light Shed 
on Fatal Gunfight 
on State Highways 


Paxton, 111., June 19—(AP) 


Two exchanges of gunfire, spaced 
only a. few hours apart and in two 
different localities, killed two sus- 
pected automobile thieves and a 
state patrolman yesterday. 


Slain were Marvin Archer, 31, 


state highway patrolman; a Negro 
identified through fingerprints as 
Duncan Smith, Chicago and an un- 
identified white man. 


A coroner's inquest shed no new 


light on the shootings. The jury 
decided Archer was killed and an 
"unidentified man" and Smith died 
of wounds received in a gun battle 
with police. The inquest on the 
third victim was postponed, pend- 
ing identification, which was be- 
ing sought through fingerprints. 


The first outbreak of the vio- 


lence came during the bfeakfast 
hour in the residential section of 
Paxton. after Archer and Patrol- 
man Vernon Harper stopped a car 
to investigate an autombile theft 
report. Smith, who was riding in 
the car which the police stopped, 
steped to the ground and during 
the' questioning started to run 
down the road. 


State Police Close In 


The police started firing over 


the Negro's head, and then at his 
body when he failed to halt. The 
unidentified man opened fire on 
the police, hitting Archer from 
short range. 
Although mortally 


wounded, Archer continued shoot- 
ing at the fleeing Smith and fa- 
taly wounded him. 


Harper, his ammunition expend- 


ed went to Archer's aid. and the 
unidentified man fled in his car. 
The man stopped twice in his 
flight, much of it over back roads, 
to change automobiles. He stole 
the cars of Chester Coulter and 
Kenneth Kirby, each time threat- 
ening the owners. 


As he left the Kirby home, near 


Gifford. 
however, 
state 
police 


summoned from the Urbana sta- 
tion closed in. Stepping from the 
cars, the fugitive and state police 
opened fire. The unidentified man 
was hit by several bullets and died 
shortly after being taken to the 
Paxton Community hospital. 


No matching fingerprints were 


on file at the state Bureau of Iden- 
tification in Springfield, and the 
unidentified 
man's prints were 


forwarded to Washington.

Jerusalem, June 19—(AP)—Pal- 


estine police said late today that 
another British officer was miss- 
ing, possibly bringing to six the 
number of Britons kidnaped in a 
wave of disorder sweeping the 
country. 


The officer, Maj. H. B. Chad- 


wick, failed to appear at a gen- 
eral command meeting at the King 
David Hotel late yesterday, the 
police announcement said. 
Pre- 


viously, five British officers were 
kidnaped by an armed band from 
a club at Tel Aviv. 


A large force of troops and 


police began scouring several Jew- 
ish settlements along- the Lebanese 
frontier today. Troops also start- 
ed a systematic search of the 
modern Jewish city of Tel Aviv at 
dawn, combing the Hatikvah and 
Shapiro quarters and the neigh- 
borhood of the Yarkon river for 
traces of the kidnaped officer*. 


Search Unexplained 


The border search, 85 miles from 


Tel Aviv, was not immediately ex- 
plained. All roads through the up- 
per Galilee section of Palestine in 
the north were blocked. Telephone 
lines were cut to prevent alarms 
being spread to other settlements.

bridge across the Jordan between 
Palestine and Syria, replacing the 
dynamited "Bridge of the Daugh- 
ters of Jacob" which raiders de- 
stroyed Sunday. 


In three days. 18 have been kill-

On the da;*, 
alter Mr. Justice 


Jackson teed off on Mr. Justice 
Black, by remote control from 
Germany, one of Washington's 
many columnists came forth with 
a mournful piece. His thesis was 
that the American people, for the 
first time in our history, had lost 
faith in the honor, integrity and 
general impeccability of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. 


We are inclined to question the 


validity of 
thus 
assumption, as 


well as the accuracy of a public 
opinion poll, covering more than 
150 years, which this 
columnist 


obviously has conducted from the 
depths of his swivel chair. We 
might say, with equal confidence 
and accuracy, that the American 
people were diverted for a day or 
two by the Supreme Court set-to, 
and then promptly forgot it. 


After all. if a lapse of judicial 


decorum 
is 
reason for loss of 


faith, then Ameileans should have 
given up on the country's highest 
court 142 years ago. For, in 1804, 
Associate Justice Samuel Chase 
was impeached for misconduct in 
a trial involving the Sedition law. 


And 
the 
people have had the 


opportunity to lose faith in other 
of cur governmental institutions. 
The Republic WP«S only eight years 
old when a senator was impeached. 
There have also been impeach- 
ments of a* president, a secretary 
of war, and nine federal judges. 
Yet somehow the nation has man- 
aged to retain considerable confi- 
dence in the office of president, in 
the congiess, the cabinet, and the 
judicial branch ot the government.
